Defending AA Conference 
Champs Chicopee Comp 
soured Agawam’s league 
opener with a convincing 30-6 
victory over the Brownies last 
Friday night at Szot Park

Over 3,000 faithful Brownie 
and Colt fans braved heavy 
downpours which started 
minutes before the opening 
kickoff and lasted well into the 
second half. Agawam 
received an early break in the 
first minutes of play when a 
Comp back returned a Tommy 
Quinn punt for what appeared 
to be a touchdown, but was 
called back due to a Colt 
blocker guilty of clipping. This 
gave the Brownies an early 
shoe of adrenalin. 

As the rain continued, the 
pigskin became extremely 
slippery and both defenses 
dug in causing numerous 
turnovers. Comp threw the 
ball .away twice as did the 
Brownies, but Agawam’s 
second fumble proved costly. 
Comp recovered the mishap 
on the Brownie nine, and two 
plays later drew the game’s 
first blood midway in the 
second stanza. Comp’s all 
Western Mass-wonder boy 
Garry Masse then passed for 
the extra two, giving Comp an 
8-0 advantage. 

Relying mainly on the 
power running of junior 
fullback Skip Stuart and the 
pinpoint passing of senior QB 
Tommy Quinn, Agawam 
began their most sustained 
drive of the first half. 
Agawam drove from their owd 


10 to Comp’s 39 before Quinn 
lobbed an errant pass into a 
traffic jam around the Comp 
20. The ball was deflected 
several times before falling 
into the hands of a Comp 
defender who was flat on his 
back. The theft halted 
Agawam’s scoring threat. 

But in the second half, Comp 
tacked on 22 points to put the 
mud out of reach. Agawam 
had pulled within 16-6 
following a nine yard aerial 
strike from Quinn to Stuart in 
the third period, but that was 
it for Agawam on the 
scoreboard.

Wahconah 
displayed a fine ground 
assault all afternoon, although 
turning the ball over seven 
times by way of fumbles. 

Agawam Coach Roger 
LeClerc was disappointed 
over the loss, but he praised 
his charges for not giving up. 
“Nobody likes to lose,” 


LeClerc said. “But we were 
down 14-0 and the kids didn’t 
quit. They stayed right in 
there.” 

LeClerc was also pleased 
with several of hie player’s 
performance, especially wide 
receiver Dan D’Alma and 
defensive tackle Ralph 
Meyers, both sophmores. 
“Danny has been a pleasant 
surprise. He made a great 
catch in Wahconah to set up 
our first touchdown,” LeClerc 
remarked. Besides his wide 
receiver position D’Alma has 
been utilized as a kickoff and 
punt returner. “He'S only a 
sophmore but he is good under 
pressure,” LeClerc added. 

“Ralph Meyers has come a 
long, long way,” LeClerc 
boasted of his big defensive 
lineman. “We’ve taught him a 
few moves and he has 
responded well.” LeClerc also 
commended Billy Marganti, 
Barry Capponcelli, Stan 
Choiniere, and Phil Jenssen 
for their fine efforts against 
Wahconah. “Phil is known for 
his blocking but he caught the 
most passes for us against 
Wahconah at strong end,” 
LeClerc said. 

Agawam’s record stands at 
0-1 in the conference and 0-2 
overall.

Long Road For LeClerc And A gate am 


When former Chicago Bear Roger LeClerc was appointed 
head coach of Agawam football last January 28, he im¬ 
mediately stepped into one of Agawam’s “hot seats” 

After two outings at the Brownie helm, LeClerc’s charges 
were edged 14-8 by Wahconah in their opener, and then a 30-6 
mudbath beating by defending AA Conference champ 
Chicopee Comp last Friday night. Already “Sunday morning 
quarterbacks”, (Brownie fans) have begun to second guess 
the Agawam coach. 

Before fans can pass any type of judgement on Coach 
LeClerc, he needs some time for his new system to take af¬ 
fect. Due to graduation last June, Brownie football lost such 
talented players as Shawn Sullivan, Dave Mason, Joe 
Ramah, Jeff Locke, Pete Longhi, and a host of others. 
Naturally when a program loses such quality personnel the 
following years’ squad will be hurt in terms of depth and 
experience. 

This fall LeClerc is using many younger, inexperienced 
players, whch may have given the impression he is> 
rebuilding for the future. But the Agawam mentor totally 
disagrees with this belief. “I’m playing the best players I 
have,” LeClerc said. “I’m playing a senior quarterback 
who’s in his first year at that position. My belief is play the 
best.” 

LeClerc’s coaching system this fall has been one of em¬ 
phasizing that players think for themselves, and to have a lot 
of fun playing football. LeClerc even allows Tommy Quinn to 
call his own game at quaterback, “Its their game, so let them 
call it,” LeClerc remarked. “A quarterback has to learn to 
make his own decisions; He’s not going to learn by us sending 
in plays.” 

LeClerc’s enthusiasm has rubbed off on all his players. The 
general feeling among his troops toward their new coach is 
one of deep respect and admiration. Brownie practice 
sessions are filled with spirit and plenty of enthusiastic hard 
work. LeClerc has especially been pleased with the players 
willingness to learn. “We’re having fun out there,” he said 
proudly. 

As for his coaching staff, LeClerc could not be more 
pleased with the way they have fit into his new system. 
“Coaches (Joe) Modzelewski, (Howie) Murphy, and 
(Wayne) Morse fit in just fine,” LeClerc commented. “They 
have been a big help to me. It’s been a pleasure to work up 
here.” 

About the only bit of disappointment for LeClerc is the fact 
his team has not executed the way he had hoped. “Its not 
what I’m used to,” LeClerc said. “I haven’t worked with high 


school kids in a long time. I haven’t anything to compare 
them to except a pro.” But Agawam’s first year coach feels 
the proper execution will come in time. “We have good 
football players with a lot of potential,” he said. 

Agawam Football, 1974 is a new coach who has generated 
much excitement among his players. 

LeClerc is the teacher with students who wish to learn. And 
at the same time both LeClerc and his crew are having one 
fine time in the process.
